No. DW.rV-15(l)/65. — -At an Inter-State Conference 
hem on the 24th February, laoO m New Delhi at which 
vne representatives of the Central Government and 
me State Governments of Andhra and Hyderabad were 
present, it was decided to set up a Control Board to 
ensure efficient, economical and early execution of the 
Nandikonda Project including all connected works in 
fijndhra and Hyderabad, 'ine terms or agreement 
arrived at between the various Governments concern- 
ed are set out below: — 

CONSTITUTION AND FUNCTIONS OF THE NANDI- 
KONDA CONTROL BOARD 

With a view to ensuring efficient and early execution 
of tne Nandikonda Project, including all connected 
works in Andhra and Hyderabad, the Central Govern- 
ment and the State Governments of Andhra and 
Hyderabad agree to set up a Nandikonda Control Board 
us described below. The Control Board will be in 
overall charge ol the Project, including its technical 
and financial aspects. The actual work of construction 
will be carried out. under the direction of the Control 
Board, by a Chief Engineer incharge of the Nandikonda 
Dam (including the appurtenant works) which is com- 
mon to the States 01 .-ijiohra and Hyderabad and by 
the Chief Engineer of the States of Andhra or Hyder- 
abad in respect ot other works according to the terri- 
tory in which they are situated. 

The Board will, in consultation with the State Gov- 
ernments appoint a whole-time Chief Engineer and 
such other staff as may be necessary for the execution 
of the Nandikondu Dam. An Administrator will be 
appointed by the Central Government in consultation 
with the participating States. This officer will work 
in close liaison with the Chief Engineers and Project 
and Revenue authorities in the two States and will 
advise and assist them in overcoming difficulties that 
may arise in the course of the execution of the Project. 
He will ensure inter alia that there is no delay in (i) 
land acquisition; (ii) localisation of Ayacut; (ni) pre- 
paration of record of rights; and (iv) rehabilitation of 
displaced persons and other cognate matters. He will 
also advise both the State Governments on the economic

Where portfolios of Ministers are combined in such 
a way that numerical representation of Ministers on 
the Control Board allotted to a State is reduced, the 
State Government concerned may nominate another 
Minister so that effective representation ot the State 
on the Board is not affected. 

The Board will be assisted by a whole-time Secretary 
(an_officer preferably of the rank of Superintending 
Engineer) and such other staff as may be necessary, 
witn headquarters at Hyderabad till otnerwise decided 
by the Board. 

The Chief or Superhitending Engineers in charge of 
canals in the participating States will attend the meet- 
ings of the Control Board and participate m the dis- 
cussions pertaining to matters coming within their 
purview. 

4. In particular and without prejudice to the gene- 
rality ef the provision in paragraph 1 above, the 
Nandikonda Control Board shall: — 

(i) Scrutinise the estimate of the project prepared 
by the State Governments, advise necessary 
modifications and recommend the estimate for 
administrative approval of the Government 
concerned; 

(ii) Examine and decide all proposals for prepa- 
ration of designs and for obtaining expert 
advice; 

(iii) Examine and approve from time to time the 
delegation of such powers, both technical and 
financial as it may deem necessary for the 
efficient execution of the project, to the Chief 
Engineer, Superintending Engineers, Executive 
Engineers and Sub-Divisional Officers engaged 
in the execution of the Project; 

(iv) Examine and where necessary, lay down 
specifications and schedule of rates for various 
classes of work with a view to sound and 
efficient execution of the Project; 

(v) approve all sub-estimates and contracts, the 
cost of which exceeds the powers of sanction 
of the Chief Engineer; 
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(vi). approve all proposals for award of work or 
supplies on contract other than those based 
- on public tenders and on detailed quantitative 
estimates and works allotted oh work order - 
basis on schedule rates. 

Note (1). — Where total financial liability under a 
contract is definitely ascertainable at the time , 
of placing the contract and where the contract 
itself la the’ result of a public or limited call 
for tenders, prior submission of the proposals 
to the Control Board will not be necessary so 
long as the contract is otherwise within the 
powers of sanction of Chief Engineers.. 

Note 121. — This will not affect -the powers delegated 
from time to time to -the Chief Engineers, 
Superintending Engineers, Executive Engineers 
and Sub-Divisional Officers.

(vill) Decide the programme of construction of

keeping in view the funds available, the 
economics of the project, -and the desirability 
of obtaining quick results; 

(ix) decide and recommend the steps for the deve- 
lopment and utilisation of water; 

(x) decide the programme of resettlement of per- 
sons displaced as a result of the Nandikonda 
works, scrutinise and approve the estimates 
of land reclamation and the expenditure 
incurred in resettlement and rehousing of the 
dispossessed persons Including land acquisition 
and connected charges; 

i (xi) receive monthly <■ progress reports both as to 
works and expenditure in a prescribed form 
from the Chief Engineer, review the progress 
of different units of the Project and lay down 
steps to be taken to expedite the work. 

5. The meetings of the Control Board shall ordi- 
narily be held once every two months.
